Lawton  Hall  was  completed  in  1970,   There  are  four 
rooms  in  each  suite  sharing  a  bathroom,  with  each 
room  having  its  own  lavatory.   Each  room  aceommc-=- 
dates  2  students o   These  rooms  are  carpeted >. 

HOUSING  REQUIREMENTS  ...  Students  are  reminded 
that  Anderson  College  requires  students  to  live 
in  the  residence  halls  unless  one  of  the  follow- 
ing is  applicable:

3,  Married

5,  Special  permission  from  the  Dean  of 
Student  Affairs  in  extreme  circumstances

are  guilty  of  living  off  campus  will  be  subject 
to  suspension  from  the  College,

try  to  move  you  on  a  basis  of  space  available o 
You  will  have  to  see  th«  head  rresLxdent  and  he 
will  start  the  movement  process o   There  will 
be  no  room  changes  without  the  head  resident's 
prior  consent* 

MISPLACED  OR  LOST  KEYS 

If  for  any  reason^,  you  are  locked  out  of  your 
roomj  and  you  can't  find  your  roommate  to  let 
you  in,  then  contact  your  resident  aid  to  let 
you  ine   In  the  event  that  he  is  not  around  to 
assist  you J  then  contact  your  head  resident. 
If  your  key  is  lost^  then  you  will  need  to  pay 
$1^50  for  a  replacement  key.   You  will  pay  the 
head  resident  and  he  will  issue  you  a  new  key^ 

INSPECTION  PROCEDURES

Roommate  assignments  will  be  sent  in  the  middle  of 
the  summer.   You  should  correspond  with  him  so  you 
can  decide  who  is  to  bring  whato   This  can  avoid 
duplication  of  certain  items »   Sharing  a  room  with 
another  person  can  present  problems  you've  never 
encountered  before »   The  main  thing  to  remember 
is  that  your  roommate  is  probably  facing  the  same 
problems  you  are.   Both  you  and  your  roommate  are 
under  the  same  pressures  of  adapting  to  a  new  life 
on  campus »   If  you  both  can  compromise  a  lotp  then 
you  both  will  get  through  your  freshman  year.

12'  X  14"  and  Lawton  Hall  is  13'  x  15''9"o   Each 
room  has  one  window*   The  rooms  in  Lawton  Hall  are 
carpeted o   Students  in  North  and  South  Rouse  may 
be  interested  in  bringing  a  rug  from  home. 


CLOTHES

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is  a  small  rental  charge  of  $5o00  per  semester 
or  $9o00  per  year.  This  is  to  help  defray  the 
electrical  useo 

5o   Pets  are  not  allowed  in  the  residence  hall. 

6.  Each  room  is  required  to  have  a  room  key  which 
will  be  issued  when  you  arrive  on  campus., 

7.  Reasonable  quiet  is  expected  in  the  suite  from 
11:00  p.m.  till  7!00  a.m. 

8.  Televisions,  radios,  stereos,  etc«  should  be 
used  as  quietly  as  possible^   They  should  never 
be  played  loud  enough  to  be  heard  in  the  hall, 

9.  You  are  expected  to  observe  quiet  at  all  times 
in  the  study  rooms  that  are  provided  throughout 
the  residence  halls. 

10.  When  using  the  public  telephones,  you  should 
limit  your  call  to  five  minutes, 

11,  Do  not  hesitate  to  request  someone  to  be  quiet, 
and  you  should  not  be  offended  if  someone  asks 
this  of  you.
